1. OTTAWAY PHONED STORY TO POST LAST NIGHT AND AFTERWARDS 
SHOWED US ROUGH DRAFT OF STORY WHICH WE ASSUME WILL BE 
FURTHER EDITED BEFORE PUBLICATION. SUBSTANCE HIS STORY ALONG 
LINES REPORTED REFTEL. OTTAWAY TOLD US HE PLANNED TO REMAIN IN 
KENYA AND GO ON SAFARI WITH WIFE. WE ADVISED AGAINST. HAVE JUST 
LEARNED HE LEFT KENYA THIS MORNING. 

2. PLEASE CABLE TEXT OF OTTAWAY STORY NIACT IMMEDIATE IF 
PUBLLISHED BY POST TODAY (SATURDAY) INCLUDING DESCRIPTION 
OF PROMINENCE GIVEN TO STORY BY PAPER. ALSO PLEASE ADVISE IF 
STORY NOT RPT NOT PUBLISHED. 

3. FOR LONDON. WOULD APPRECIATE YOUR CABLING BY NIACT IMMEDIATE 
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TONIGHT. 

4. MILLER SHOWED UP AT EMBASSY AT 1 100 TODAY. WE INFORMED HIM 
THAT IMMIGRATION AUTHORITIES LOOKING FOR HIM AND ADVISED 
HIM WE THOUGHT IT IN HIS OWN BEST INTERESTS TO REPORT PROMPTLY, 
ALTHOUGH IT WAS LIKELY HIS PERMISSION TO STAY IN KENYA WOULD 

BE REVOKED. BOTH HE AND HIS LAWYER AGREED THIS WOULD BE BEST COURSE 
OF ACTION IN VIEW OF PRESIDENT KENYATTA'S REPORTED FURY OVER 
INABILITY POLICE TO FIND MILLER, A PRESIDENTIAL STATE OF MIND 
WHICH WILL DOUBTLESS BE WORSENED ONCE STORY BREAKS IN PRESS. 

DCM THERFORE PHONED IMMIGRATION OFFICIAL WHO RECEIVED NEWS OF 
MILLER'S APPEARANCE WITH OBVIOUS RELIEF, ASSURED DCM THAT 
MILLER WOULD NOT BE DEPORTED ALTHOUGH HIS RIGHT TO REMAIN IN 
KENYA MIGHT BE WITHDRAWN, AND AGREED THAT EMBASSY CONSULAR OFFICER 
CORONWAY WOULD ACCOMPANY HIM TO IMMIGRATION. MILLER AND CORONWAY 
REPORTED TO IMMIGRATION AT 1 150. 

5. AT 1300 MILLER AND CORONWAY RETURNED TO EMBASSY. IMMIGRA- 
TION REVOKED MILLER'S WORK PERMIT ON TECHNICAL GROUNDS HIS 
APPLICATION HAD NOT BEEN CORRECTLY MADE UNDER KENYAN LAW. 

HOWEVER, MILLER WAS GIVEN TEMPORARY VISITOR'S PERMIT ALLOWING 
HIM TO REMAIN IN KENYA UNTIL WEDNESDAY. MILLER WAS ALSO TOLD 
THAT HE COULD APPLY FOR NEW WORK PERMIT, ALTHOUGH IT MIGHT TAKE 
"MONTHS" TO PROCESS HIS APPLICATION. HE WAS WARNED NOT TO 
ENGAGE IN ANY "BUSINESS" BEFORE DEPARTING KENYA OR HE WOULD 

BE "PICKED UP." MILLER PLANS TO LEAVE KENYA TONIGHT FOR LONDON 
IF POSSIBLE. (FOR PARIS. PLEASE ADVISE JOHN SAUL OF MILLER'S 
PLANS TO LEAVE KENYA.) 

6. SAUL'S LAWYERS NOW COMING UNDER HEAVY PRESIDENTIAL PRESSURE 
TO DROP CASE, BUT ARE DETERMINED NOT TO DO SO NO MATTER HOW HEAVY 
COSTS MAY BE. ATTORNEY GENERAL NJONJO HAS WARNED THEM THAT 
KENYATTA ABSOLUTELY REFUSES TO "SEE REASON" ON THIS CASE AND WILL 
PROBABLY DEPORT LAWYERS HANDLING CASE.
